ke ad of his Church: who ſofteneth the hearts of the hardned, 


vnlealeth the ears of the deaf, opneth · the eies ofthe blĩd, hori- 


ſheth the mẽbers, & igineth thẽ togither by ioints to a ful pro- 
portiõ, that at lẽgth the whole body mayriſe vp vnto perfectid 
to the fulneſſe of immortality,to reigne with our Sod Chriſt 


Jeſus in eternal glory, Whereunto the Lord our God bring vs 


al to the everlaſting praiſe of his mercy:to whom with the ho- 
ly ghoſt triple in perſon and one in ſubſtance, beg all honoug 
glory and praiſe, both now and euer.
